disasters In recent years.

Capt. Phillips was asleep

•was aroused the flames wore coming 
up through the cabin floor. The cabin 
•was then empty of passengers, who> 
had either gotten outside or were suf- 
focated In their berths. Capt. Srott 
says there wero sixty-six passengers 
aboard, aside from possibly five or 
six babies. There were about as many 
men In the cabin as 
women. 
The 


crew numbered about 
seventy-five, 


making In all about If.U souls aboard. 


Mrs. Sherman McCullum, with her 


three children.-was going to Cartith- 
ersvllle. Mo., to join her husband. She 
Jumped overboard and landed in the 
yawl, but her throe children foil 
In 


the water and she saw them sink from 
sight. The body of the youngest was 
recovered opposite Mound City nnd 
its remains were Identified by the 
mother. 
Pilot Prctchard's child was tossed 


from the burning steamer Into the 
arms of persons waiting to catch It 
In the yawl, but Its head struck »n 
the side of the boat and then It fell 
Into the river and was lost. 


One of tho surviving member* "f 


the crew gave this account: "The flre 
was discovered at 4:05 o'clock In the 
forward hold. 
Hy 4:15 o'clock 
the 


entire boat was In flames, and at 4:3H 
o'clock the steamer was a wreck. .The 
front stairway burned, cutting off any 
avenue of escape. 
We alarmed the 


sleeping passengers, bursting 
open 


' ' their doors to awaken them. 
They 


ran out without puttlug on life pre- 
servers, and crowded aft. 


"Tho officers held them back while 


one yawl was loaded with women and 
children.

News of the 
destruction, which extended 100 miles 
along the western coast of the re- 
public. Is coming slowly, because all 
telegraph wires are down. It Is known 
that Amatltlan exists no more as a 
town, the seismic disturbance having 
been so great. The Inhabitants—that 
Is, those of the 10.0IM) residents who 
escaped death In the cataclysm—are 
camping In the open air for safety, 
not daring to return to the ruined con- 
fines of the town. 
Some of the In- 


habitants are building temporary mud 
huts.

namely; 50 to CO cents a 
bushel. 


They sent South for cotton seed oil ' 
to as to help the tide over.

SHEEP AND WOOL. 
Elmer Billiard. 


A little-band of .sheep ought to be 
kept on every farm, whntever the leail 
Ing lines of husbandry may be thnt 
are followed are the same to this rule, 
there ought to be no exceptions un 
less In Instances peculiar nnd ext 
treme. They ought to be thus kept 
for many reasons, 


1st.—They ought to be kept to as 
slst In tidying up the 
farm. This 


they will do If they nre given half a 
chance. In the weeds that they con 
sume. In the way they will trim up the 
grass In lanes and paddocks-. In fence 
borders and even in the highways 
they will glean amid the stubbles nnd 
will follow tip In pastures, where otto 
er stock have grazed, but few weeds 
or plants will escape 
their notkc 


They should have a variety of feed 
in all seasons of the year nnd will 
thrive much better than when con- 
J'ned to one article of (lift. 


2nd.—They ought to be kept since 


It virtual}" costs next to nothing to 
keep them, the farmer will shake his 
liead and say, they must be fed In 
v/lnter. That is true, but they only 
require to bs fed when the ground 
Is covert!, and when HO fed. they only 
consume three or four pounds of.dry 


loed per day in the summer. They 
i.ot only pick their living without 
cost.'but they Inbor through all the 
summer season for the well-being of 
the farm. The weeds thnt one sheep 
will consume In the summer nre about 
as many or more than the average 
fnrm boy can be persuaded 
to de- 
stroy In a single-season. Therefore, 
it small band of sheep nre wage earn- 
ers. 
Tho offset, to this wage earning 
is tho extra fencing required to keep 
:hem In place. Of course on a grain 
t.-irm. It might noq pay so well to 
lence the whole fnrm for a small band 
of sheep, hut where rational farming 
if. carried on. more or less fencing 
will be maintained on the farm even 
where grain growing Is thec hlef ob 
ject of pursuit.

ilcloim meat can be furnished at such 
reasons nnd none Is more wholesome. 
The farmer can In this way, get It 
virtually without cost, since the pas- 
ture which makes the mutton would 
otherwise much of It be lost. 


4th.—They ought to bo kept since 


under such conditions they do remark- 
cbly well. Sheep never do so \»ell as 
when n smnll bnnd of them Is allowed 
10 roam about over the fnrm as oc- 
casion may require, gathering up feed 
of ninny kinds as may suit the ap- 
petite. Call them scavengers If you

GEN. WOOD ON RECIPROCITY. 
Washington. March 27.—Governor 


General Wood said, before 
leavlnt 


Washington for Cuba, 
Wednesday 


. "As regards reciprocity with 
Cuba 


it naturally Is divided Into two in 
terests—that of Cuba and that of tin 
United'States. 
The '20 per cent, pro 


posed reduction on our duties on Cuban 
products Is not sufficient to 
Insure 


the prosperity of Cuba, and a corres 
l/onillng reduction on our product, 
would not be sufficient to give us 
:hat market. The interest of Amcrl 
can producers of cereals, provisions 
textiles, boots, shoes, steel rails, lo 
comotlves.- and machinery, 
to say 


nothing of rice and many other pro 
oticts consumed In Cuba, seem thus 
lar to have been overlooked, and onl> 
our producers of sugar'and tobacco 
pave been considered. 


"Furthermore, it has not been es- 


tablished that these1 interests would 
be seriously Injured by a substantial 
reduction of our duties 
on these 


staples. It has also been overlooked 
apparently, that our duties on Cuban 
j-roducts average about 100 per cent.. 
' ns against only 50 per cent, average 
en the dutiable products 
of other 


countries; and even -tt we should re- 
duce, our duties on Cuban products 
CO per cent., they would still be pay- 
Ing as high a percentage as the aver- 
age of the Dingley tariff. 


"Wf can hardly ask from Cuba 


larger percentage of reduction In her 
duties on our products than we give 
her In our duties on her products; 
and aside from the vconslderatlons 
of honor and Justice toward a little 
nation that Is virtually our ward, 
the .Interests of our producers and 
manufacturers, who. under a proper 
treaty of reciprocity, would enjoy a 
large and Increasing market, should 
not be forgotten." 


General Wood also said In an ar 


tide, recently published in The Out- 
look, as follows: 


"Cuba cannot expect 
free sugar. 


but she can expect, with all reason 
andj Justice, that a liberal reduction 
will i be made on the duties which 
her sugars pay on entering the Unit- 
ed States. She can give dollar for 
dollar In .a reciprocity arrangement, 
and 'even If she could not, the Platt 
Amendme-nt,' proposed by us and ac- 
cepted by Cuba, certainly Imposes 
upon' us a moral obligation to see 
to it that Cuba is justly treated by us 
find) enabled to live up to Its re- 
quirements.

"We have as a people, only par- 


tially completed our duty toward the 
iFland. We have expelled Spain. It 
Is true. We have cleaned up the 
island, have laid the foundation for
